NEW YORK, Feb. 6—(UP)— 
Democratic National Chairman 
Robert E. Hannegan formally an- 
nounced Thursday night that “we 
are ready to call upon our Pres- 
ident” to seek another 
in 1948. 
Without any “ifs” 


al supervisors that “we are ready 
to call upon our President again 
as the man who has proved him- 
self fit for the job.” 

As titular head of the Demo- 
cratic Party, President Truman 
can have the 1948 Democratic 
nomination if he wants it. Other- 
wise, his term expires Jan. 3, 
1949. 

The announcement by the par- 
ty’s national spokesman, who is 
also postmaster general in Mr, Tru- 
man’s cabinet, came dramatically 
and without advance warning at 


the end of a formal speech to the | 


postal employees. 


It was Hannegan’s first speech | 


after a long illness, and his first 
since the President asked him 
to retain both his cabinet and po- 
litical jobs in the face of demands 
from some Democrats that he re- 
sign one or both of them. 

Hannegan conferred with Mr. 
Truman before coming here to at- 
tend the postal employees’ din- 
ner at the Waldorf-Astoria, but it 
was not known whether the Pres-

You Meet 
Georgians Everywhere 


BRADENTON, Fla.—To be perfectly honest, 
the first Georgians I met here were in jail. 
Sheriff Roy Baden was showing me over his 
nice, clean jail, with beans and stew making the kitchen aromatic, 
and he called out, when we came into the cell block, “How many 
Georgia Crackers in here?” 

The response was somewhat embarrassing. Georgia had a good, 
clean majority. All but one seemed in rare good humor and not 
at all worried about their position. The exception was a young- 
ster from Tifton who had forged his cousin’s name to a check. He 
was waiting to go back for trial and he definitely was not happy. 

An hour later, however, when-I was explaining Georgia’s politi- 
cal predicament to the local Kiwanis Club, I began to meet ex-Ten- 
nesseans and Georgians. Indeed, it seems to me that the wheels 
of Florida turn because of the ex-citizens of those two States, but 
more especially because of the Georgians who have decamped and 
become more ardent Floridans than any of the others. 

Indeed, my back and shoulders are sore from the many slaps 
that landed there as various gentlemen emphasized their statement 
that, “This is the place. You ought to move here.” 

Had my visit been other than of short duration I assuredly would 
have had to purchase’a bottle of arnica. When they tell you that 
Florida is the place, they give you a resounding wallop to be sure 
the idea sinks in,

It is The Atlanta Constitution press which Henry Grady pur: 
chased in early 1889. It was, at the time, the most modern press 
south of the Mason-Dixon line. It prints an eight-page section on 
one unit and 16 on another. Henry Grady and Capt. Evan Howell 
paid $37,000 for it. A Hoe press, it has not missed as much as 
15 minutes operating time in the past 15 years. The Herald is wait- 
ing only for building supplies to build a gew building and put in 
a new press. But there is an eager purchaser waiting for the old 
one and it will go on for many more years’ service. . The Hoe 
presses never really wear out. This press looks to be no more than 
10 years old in so far as its appearance is concerned.

¥ bl I ran into some trouble trying to explain Georgia's 
roudie predicament to the Kiwanians who overflowed into

It is difficult to explain that not even Georgians themselves can 
explain it and that not even the Messrs. Talmadge, Thompson and 
Arnall could give any confident prediction as to what the courts 
will do. My own idea, that the Legislature likely will be sus- 


tained, is based only on my reading of history and the powers 


>which surround any legislative body, and does not necessarily rep- 


resent my own feelings. And I could be badly mistaken. 

One result has been to give a setback to efforts of other States 
to write new constitutions. And that is a pity, as most States need 
them. Georgia's misfortune is that the job of writing was done 
carelessly and in slipshod fashion in so far as parts of it are 
concerned. 

We need a rewriting to allow the Supreme Court to initiate 
declaratory judgments. 

All I could say for sure was that Georgia had completely de- 
stroyed the truth of the old adage that two heads are better than one. 


I could say with complete confidence that it simply is not true. |

The Swamp Lands 
Of New Jersey 


A few days ago our newspapers carried the 
story of a little child who was lost in “the swamp 
lands of New Jersey.” The baby was rescued by 

a flier from the Naval Air Station who, in a helicopter, saw the 
tiny dot of the blue dress she wore, where she had fallen exhausted. 
The helicopter pilot led ground crews to the spot. 

Somehow, I had not, prior to 1941 at least, thought of New Jer- 
sey as a State containing swamp lands, or any wild areas large 
enough to warrant air search for a lost child. 

My idea of New Jersey was a State so crowded with.industries 
and towns there was little space left for anything else. If I had 
given the matter any thought at all, I had taken it for granted there 
was small enough area there, even for agriculture. 

Then, in the summer of 1941 we were driving from Asbury Park, 
on the coast of New Jersey, headed toward Washington. We drove 
by the Lakehurst Naval Station, where the great dirigibles are 
kept. We saw three or four of the great bags floating in the air 
above us. 

But the thing which impressed us most was the great distance 
we drove, still within Jersey, over country that was almost com- 
pletely undeveloped. Mile after mile, tens of miles after tens of 
miles, our highway led through some fearfully lonely, desolate 
country. I suppose it was those swamp.lands where the baby was 
lost last week. 

It seems to me there is an object lesson to be learned, about 
this great country of ours, in my own prior ignorance and conse- 
quent surprise that such an area could be found in New Jersey. 


Di n Di Somehow we never properly realize, 
istracting istance save when actually traveling, the great 
distances to be covered in every State. 

We start out in the family car for a vacation. ‘We decide to see 
the wonders of the Shenandoah Valley and, with this thought 
dominating our minds, we forget the long hours of travel—more 
than one day—before we reach the entrance to that Valley. True, 
the country we have traversed is as lovely, scenically, as the Valley 
itself. But we are intent on our objective and fail to realize how 
far away it is. 

Travelers en route for Florida from the North plan itineraries 
through intervening States, including Georgia. “We'll drive through 
Georgia,” they say, as though this State was but a little inter- 
vening space before reaching their vacation objective. 

And they are surprised when they find, to pass through Georgia, 
they have hundreds of miles to cover, a day or more of motor jour 
ney. And, I trust, they are pleasantly surprised, too, at all the love- 
liness there is to be seen en route in this State. 

Remember, 


Look at the Map sive motor trips you have taken. Then pel 


out a map of the whole United States and thereon trace, city by 
city, the route you covered on the trip that took two or three weeks 
perhaps. 

And see how small, how confined that route of yours is, in com- 
parison to the whole country. 

Or, if you are one of those with leisure and money and energy, 
make your long trip from Georgia to the West Coast and back. 
Realize the tremendous distances as you drive, day after day, across 
Texas and atter you leave that State, before ever you come neat 
the boundary of California. Come back by a Northern route and 
drive, day after day, perhaps for weeks before you get back home. 

Again, trace your route on the map. And contemplate not the 
distance you covered, but the tremendous areas of your country 
that, to you, are still unseen. 

Vermont is larger than Wales. 
England and Wales combined. 

What do you know of Canada? Alberta, one province of the 
Dominion, is approximately the same size, in square miles, as Texas. 
British Columbia is one-third as big again as Texas. Manitoba, 
another province, is just about the size of Texas. 

Now, are you getting some conception of the size of this North 
American continent over which you may, if you wish, drive your 
own car wherever the whim takes you”? 

And New Jersey, a small State, a State we conceive as crowded 
by population, has waste, swamp land so extensive we drove for 
hours before we left them behind. 

I guess, if you try to grasp size of territory, the best way is to 
take to the air and fly to and fro, back and forth, over it all.

THEY do not burn fiery 
but they do practice personal es 
pionage, employing professional! 

They 
undertake to censor not only news 
but opinion and even humor, by 
threats of economic punishment, 
and, like the Klan and Adolf Hit 
ler, they take reprisals against in 
nocent relatives of defiant offend. 
ers against their arrogance. 
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The Arnall-Talmadge contest is 
much less outrageous against law 
and the stability of government 
than a scheme of President 
Roosevelt’s party and President 
Truman’s best friends to rob a 
Republican Governor of his office 
in Missouri in 1941. Although that 
case did command considerable at 
tention in the press across the na 
tion, it did not evoke any com- 
parable blast of indignation among 
those who are now most noisily 
horrified by the proceedings. in 
Georgia. The reason was that, in 
the Missouri scheme, Robert 
Hannegan, then Chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee of St 
Louis, now Mr. Truman's postmas 
ter general, was a conspicuous op- 
ponent of the Republican who had 
been duly elected. 


The Republican was Forrest C. 
Donnell, now a United States Sen- 
ator. The election of 1940 was 
‘close and Mr. Donnell defeated 
Lawrence McDaniel, the Demo 
crat, by 3,613 votes. 


A FEW DAYS after the Novem 
ber election, a meéting of Demo- 
crats was called in St. Louis, at- 
tended by Hannegan and C. Mar- 
ion Hulen, the Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, and 
many others. The Democrats fig 
ured that Mr. Donnell’s margin 
was so close that they might beat 
him in a recount if they could pick 
the precincts to be recounted. Ac- 
cordingly, they put a resolution 
through the Legislature providing 
for an “investigation” of “reports” 
of fraud involving the employ 
ment of a vague slush fund and 
irregularities in the count. The 
Democrats voted through a thing 
called “Joint Resolution No. 3” on 
Jan, 11, two days before inaugu- 
ration day, which authorized a 
committee of six Democrats and 
four Republicans to recount the 
ballots. Although this committee 
had the power to examine all bal 
lots, it also had authority to se 
lect only those precincts in which 
the Democratic majority 
pick up votes to cut down Don 
nell’s small. official plurality 
Meanwhile, the resolution forbade 
the speaker of the House to recog- 
nize Donnell as Governor. An 
‘equal number of Democrats and 
'Republicans were authorized to 
“attend” the recount, but that 
‘didn’t mean a thing because only

6. In Eastern Europe, where 
many American citizens were 
caught by the war, the State De- 
partment has sought to obtain in- 
formation on individuals and 
American property. They usually 
meet with silence on the part of 
Soviet authorities. 

Over and above these 
irritants is the continuing conflict 
between Russia and the Western 
powers in the Usited Nations Or 
ganization and in every area where 
leaders consider them- 
selves acting to stop Soviet expan- 
sion—as in Eastern Europe, the 
Middle East and Spitzbergen.

Gardner Dies 


To England 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6—(4)—Eight 
‘hours before he was to sail for 
'Great Britain as United States 
Ambassador to the Court of St. 
| James, O. Max Gardner died in 
his Hotel St. Regis suite Thurs- 
day, stricken with an attack of 
coronary thrombosis. 

Expressions of grief and 
shocked surprise were voiced at 
the passing of the 64-year-old 
former under-Secretary of the 
Treasury and one-time North Car- 
Olina Governor. 

At the White House, which first 
announced Gardner’s death, Presi- 
dent Truman, who recently ap- 
pointed him to the diplomatic 
post, said: “I have lost a loyal and 
devoted personal friend and the 
country has lost a great American.” 

Miss Margaret Truman, the 
President’s daughter, called at the 
hotel here to pay her respects. 

James F. Byrnes, former Sece- 
retary of State and a close friend 
of Gardner, said at Tyron, N. C., 
that “his death is a great loss to 
the nation and to the State he 
loved so well.” 

At Raleigh, N. C., Josephus 
Daniels, former Secretary of the 
Navy, said: “I am distressed be- 
yond measure at the sudden death 
of one of my oldest and dearest 
friends.” 

Gardner, a huge, hearty, sports- 
loving man who starred as a col- 
lege football player, had come 
here Tuesday preparatory’ to 
boarding the liner America at 
noon Thursday for his London 
post, to which he was appointed 
by Mr. Truman last Dec. 3. 


He dined with friends in his 
suite Wednesday night and retired 
about 10 o’clock. At 3 a. m. he 
was stricken with the coronary 
thrombosis attack. A hotel phy- 
sician summoned a heart special- 
ist, who ordered Gardner placed 
in an oxygen tent, but death 
came at 8:25 Thursday morning. 

With him were Mrs. Gardner 
and a son, Ralph, who were to 
sail with him; Fred Morrison, his 
law partner, and Mrs. Morrison. 
Ralph said his father had _ suf- 
fered a “slight attack” last Fall 
while attending a football game 
and had been “under a terrific 
strain briefing himself for the new 
post.” 

The body was to be taken to 
Shelby, N. C., Gardner’s birth- 
place, on a train leaving here 
Thursday night. Funeral services 
will be at 2:30 p. m. Saturday at 
the First Baptist Church in 
Shelby.

Late Winter days find many of 
us easy prey to colds and other

etables, butter or enriched marga- 
rine, and whole grain cereals, fur-

_tamins and minerals these foods 
contain keep the body in good re 
‘pair. and actually stand guard 
against invading infections Vi 
tamin A, found chiefly in butte: 
fat, liver, egg yolk, and yellow 
vegetables, is excellent protection 
against respiratory diseases and it 
also promotes eye health. These 
thoughts came tumbling as I ob 
served a trayful of liver on the 
meat shelf this morning, and I 
wondered how many meal plan 
ners need a reminder of these 
things at this season, and need a 
‘refresher course, as the Army 
would say, on meat cookery, since 
we were long restricted in its use 
These recipes, one for a tasty liver 
‘entree, the other using the ever- 
popular spareribs, should be used 
; soon, 


LIVER, COUNTRY STYLE 

Choose either beef or pork liver, 
‘approximately six slices Wipe 
‘liver with damp cloth, and dredge 
with a mixture of ', flour. 
1% teaspoons salt, 14 teaspoon 
pepper, 4 teaspoon ginger and '4 
teaspoon paprika. Melt four table 
‘spoons bacon fat in a large skillet, 
‘and brown liver on both sides in 
‘the hot fat. Slice one large onion 
over the liver and add % cup wa- 
ter to the pan. Cover closely and 
‘simmer gently until liver is tender, 
35 or 40 minutes. Remove liver to 
'a hot serving platter. To the pan 
‘drippings add one cup evaporated 
milk mixed with one tablespoon 
'vinegar (or one cup sour cream).
